CHRISTMAS, 1932 


At the Grange Convention 


The 66th Annual Session of the Na- 
tional Grange was held this year at 
Winston-Salem, North Carolina, from 
November 16 to 25, and proved to be one 
of the most important national meetings 
in the entire history of that most import- 
ant national rural organization. The ad- 
vance notice of the Convention described 
it as “An Epoch Making Event” and 
such it proved to be. Representatives 
from the state granges in thirty-six 
states were present. The Grange is de- 
veloping very rapidly in membership, 
service and influence, and matters of 
very great importance to agriculture in 
the United States were discussed at the 
meetings. I had, for example, the very 
great pleasure of listening to a most 
important address on “Honest Money” 
by Dr. Clarence Poe, editor of the Pro- 
gressive Farmer. The annual address of 
National Master Louis J. Taber was a 
noteworthy discussion of the problems 
confronting American agriculture. The 
Bureau was represented by Mr. Bergen- 
gren, who addressed the evening session 
on Thursday, November 17, and a morn- 
ing session the next day. Much of very 
great value to the rural credit union 
development has already come out of the 
meetings. Mr. Bergengren’s participa- 
tion in the Convention was made possible 
through the splendid co-operation of A. 
S. Goss, Master of the Washington State 
Grange, and of National Master Taber. 
We owe the suggestion of participation 
in this most important meeting to H. M. 
Rhodes of the Raleigh Postal Credit 
Union, who first sensed its importance 
and did much to get the invitation to Mr. 
Bergengren to participate. Mr. Bergen- 
gren also reports some delightful days 
with Mr. Rhodes following the meeting 
during which they established some ad- 
ditional important credit union contacts 
in North Carolina.

mation, is one of the finest things that 
has ever been done for employes of an 
organization like this.” An editorial in 
that issue of the Junior Times notes: 
“Americans are learning a _ valuable 
lesson out of the depression—a lesson of 
care in handling their personal finances.” 
The editorial points out how the credit 
union is serving to turn this lesson to 
valuable account. We are deeply indebted 
to the Junior Times for the use of the 
cut. All good wishes for a long and 
prosperous career to the Times Credit 
Union. 
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The following was clipped from the 
September issue of the Monthly Bulletin 
of the Chicago Municipal Employes 
Society. It is self explanatory. 

“An incident deserving comment was 
the delivery by the Credit Union some 
time ago of a check for $2,500 to the 
heirs of one of its shareholders.. The 
shareholder, who was an employe of the 
Chicago Public Library, started to pur- 
chase shares in the credit unien about 
four years ago and by the regular ap- 
plication of savings had built up an 
investment of aproximately $2,500 at the 
time of death. The credit union was au- 
thorized to pay any equity in the share 
account to an elderly sister surviving. 
The sister gratefully acknowledged the 
receipt of the check and stated that she 
considered herself one of the favored few 
as she felt confident that if the money had 
not been invested in credit union shares it 
would surely have been deposited in one 
of the local banks which had failed or 


would have been invested in one of the 
many real estate bond issues which are 
now in default. 

A trust fund has been created which 
will assure her support for the remainder 
of her days.” 
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The Chicago Daily News, issue of June 
5, has a nice editorial headed “Credit 
Unions for Teachers.” “Membership in 
a credit union during the last two years” 
the editorial notes “would have saved 
many a teacher in Chicago and elsewhere 
from harsh and humiliating treatment 
at the hands of the less scrupulous type 
of commercial loan agencies. The teach- 
ing profession, with its high average of 
integrity, is admirably suited to the 
successful operation of a plan which 
makes most of its loans on unsecured 
promissory notes, at low rates of interest, 
and pays dividends to its members from 
profits on loans and investments.” The 
Detroit Teachers Credit Union with 
nearly 2,000 members and resources of 
better than $350,000 in five years estab- 
lishes the accuracy of this conclusion. 
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From Mr. Mitchell Cerka, Treasurer of 
the Emporium Employes’ Credit Union 
of San Francisco, we have a report at the 
end of two years and a half of operation, 
The credit union has assets of $63,995. 
It has a substantial Christmas Club and 
is another fine demonstration of what 
can be accomplished under the California 
credit union law. 
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My First 1932 Christmas Present! 


I had been in to see the personnel di- 
rector of a large Boston department store, 
famous every Christmas for its toy de- 
partment. While waiting for the elevator 
I met the clown whose job it is to circu- 
late in the part of the store where the 
toys are, doing tricks, making the kids 
(not to mention the adults who, like 
myself, get more fun out of the depart- 
ment at Christmas than do the kids) 
laugh and helping to spread the spirit 
of Christmas throughout the place. I 
told him of my own faith in Santa Claus 
and of my abiding belief in fairies. He 
told me that he had been brought up 
“in the old country” in an atmosphere 
of folk lore. “I like my job” he said. 
“The world is too sad, particularly these 


days; we need to laugh whenever we 
can and I like the job of trying to make 
people laugh.” He gave me my first 
Christmas present for 1932—reaffirma- 


tion of the old true truth that there is no 
joy comparable with that of giving joy 
to others. I went on my way smiling 
and better satisfied that we’re not going 
to let gloom run away with the world. 
For the first time this year I felt the 
courage of the spirit of Christmas.
